made the statement that all profits made by the railroads in ex- 
cess of 6% would be divided equally between the railroads and 
the government,—dividend on a capitalization of 19 billions, 
means 9 or 10 per cent on true value. In order to give the rail- 
roads this enormous dividend, in accordance with the Esch- 
Cummins Law, the Commission has just raised rates by $1,- 
500,000,000 or one-third, so that the transportation bill of the 
American people is now $6,000,000,000 a year! 


No\v what is the consolation Mr. Lenrwot holds out to the 


people? 


He says if the roads make more than 6 per cent (actually 


0 per cent) half the excess will be returned to the Government. 


Let us turn to the law. 
Section 422 of the Esch-Cummins Law provides that wher 


any road makes in excess of the 6 per cent guaranteed by thi 
law,—• 


"One-half of such excess shall be placed in a. re- 


serve fund established -by such carrier, and the remain- 
ing- one-half thereof shall, within the first four months 
following the close of-the period for which the compu- 
tation is made, be recoverable by and paid to the Com- 
mission (Interstate Commerce Commission) for the 
purpose of establishing- and maintaining a general rail- 
road contingent fund as hereinafter described." 
The same section describes this "contingent fund" as fol- 


lows: 


"It shall be used by the commission in furtherance 


. of the public interest in railway transportation either 


by making loans to earners to meet expenditures for 
•capital account or to refund maturing securities orig-' 
inaJly issued for capital account, or by purchasing 
transportation equipment and facilities and leasing the 
same to the carriers, as hereinafter provided." 
What do you think of that, Mr. Consumer? 


After you have paid six billion dollars in freight and pas- 


senger rates, enough to pay a dividend of 6% on all the watered 
securities of the railroads, if there is any of the profit extracted 
from your pockets left over, one-half of it is to be paid back, 
not into your pockets or into the treasury, but into a contingent 
fund from which the government will loan money to the rail- 
roads. And the railroads, be it remembered, have destroyed 
their credit with the banks and already owe the government in 
excess of a billion and a half dollars. If any money is left over 
after this is done, the commission will build new equipment and 
LEASE IT TO WALL STREET.

By that time Congress, having by

, the people, acting within the scope of its 
employment, obligates • the people, — and 
puts the obligation in -writing,- in the form 
of a statute,— to pay to the railroads 
such freight and passenger rates as -will 
assure the railroads a fixed NET INCOME 
OF 51/2 PER CENT upon the "AGGRE- 
GATE VALUE" of their property. 


If that is not an assurance, A GUAR- 


ANTY of net profits, what is it? 


When this provision of the law -was de- 


• bated in Congdess it was plainly called a 


"guaranty of .profits." It was attacked 
and defended as a "guaranty -of a net 
profit of 5% to 6 per cent on all railroad. 
securities and all railroad property." It 
was so designated in the columns of finan- 
cial journals.. 


Men must indeed be in desperate straits 


who can bring themselves to belie the 
plain terms of this law to escape the 
wratjh'of-a wronged and 'outraged people,

mission is working on the valuation 01 
railroad property under.a law passed in 
1913. 
The work will not be completed 


for three or four years. Then it will be 
contested by the railroads in the courts 
'and it will be three or four, or it may be 


- six or eight, years additional before the 


courts have finally passed upon and set- 
tled the actual value of the aggregate 
property of the railroads. 


In the meantime upon what will the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission be forced 
to rely in getting its figures as to "ag- 
gregate value?" . 


Why, the merest novice in transporta- 


tion knows that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, commanded.as'it is by the 
Esch-Cummins Law to "ascertain the ag- 
gregate value" of the railroads forth- 
with will be compelled to fall back on the 
"book value" or "investment accounts" 
and balance sheets of the railroad com- 
panies. 


This "book value" or "investment ac- 


count" which the railroads have kept for 
years as a basis for boosting rates em- 
braces all of the fraudulent capitalization 
which these railroads have engaged in for 
generations. 


It is all carried on their books as the 


"aggregate value" of their property. 


The railroads have schemed for years 


to get some recognition by Congress of 
their watered capital, sho-wn by their 
books and accounts as their "aggregate 
value."' 


But the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion—at a time when Congress 'had not 
bound it by law to resort to these rail- 
road books, accounts, and balance sheets • 
to ascertain value—said: 


"No court or commission, or account- 


ant, or financial -writer would for a mo- 
ment consider that the present balance- 
sheet statement purporting to give the 
'cost of property,' • suggests even in a re- 
mote degree a reliable measure either of 
money invested or of present value." 
(Interstate' Commerce Commission Re- 
port, 1908,-p. 84.) 


There you have the statement'of the 


Interstate Commerce Commission that 
the balance-sheet showing the "aggregate 
value" which the railroads put. upon their 
property is not "even in a remote degree" 
reliable. 


And yet the Esch-Cummins Law forced 


the Commission, to take that aggregate 


-' value. \ 


The railroad "book value" which is ex- 


pressed in the balance sheet as the "ag- 
gregate value" of railroad property, is a 
little ;over nineteen million dollars. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 


did on July 31 -accept this tained balance 
sheet, showing the "aggregate value" of 
the railroads to be-IS. billion, and based 
'a rate advance of one billion five hundred 
million on that.aggregate value. 


It was not until a Congress "was found.. 


so reckless of the expenditure of the peo- 
ple's money, so pliant to railroad influ- 
ence, so calloused by "war extravagance,, 
war-loot arid-war graft/ running into the 
•billions,—as to" pass - such a" monstrous - 
measure as the:-Esch-Gummins Law, that' 
the railroads had the hardihood to seek '. 
to secure.proyisions>as a part of that act; 
fchat recognize :at -par all- -the water- 
logged securities .that were, ever- set • afloat 
'in'the swollen currents of fraudulent.rail- 
:.((ray capitalization.;. . :•.-..•'•;

where the subject has been treated with 
thoroughness and impartiality, have never 
in their most liberal calculations placed 
the actual value of the aggregate prop- 
erty of the railroads at more than twelve 
billion dollars. And they agree tbat this 
EXCEEDS the amount of money or its 
equivalent actually invested in ' railroad 
property by four billion dollars. 


But taking twelve billion as the outside 


value ofAthe railroad property, and we 
have over seven billion of "water in the ag- 
gregate value of nineteen billion which 
the Esch-Cummins Law forced upon the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
through the Commission on the people, 
upon which they are now compelled to 
pay at least five and one-half per cent as 
a net profit to the railroads. 


And the Commission, under date of 


July 31, carried out the mandate of the 
Esch^Cummins Law. 
It granted the 


enormous rate increase of one billion five 
hundred million dollars in freight and 
passenger rates, aggregating, a general 
increase of more than ONE THIRD, the 


. greatest increase of rates in all railroad 


history. 
. This SECOND GUARANTY will be 
paid, not by appropriations from the na- 
tional treasury, as will the amount of the 
FIRST GUARANTY, but the Esch-Cum- 
mins Law provides that it shall be paid 
in increased freight rates and passenger 
fares. That means that it must be paid 
by the people who buy the articles upon 
which the increased freight rates have 
been imposed. This will result in enor- 
mously increasing the cost of living for 
the American people. 


If the increase of rates only were to be 


levied, it would make no 
difference 


whether the public paid the money into 
the treasury for the roads or paid 'it di- 
directiy to the roads. 


But Director General Hines has shown 


how a freight rate increases in tihe "turn- 
over" as the article upon which the. 
freight is paid passes through the hands 
of the dealers until it finally reaches the 
consumer. 


A raise of 40 cents per ton to "tihe coal 


operator results in a raise of five times 
the rate increase, or TWO DOLLARS per 
ton to the consumer of the coal. Mr. 


NHin'es said that an increase of rates to 


the railroads will be multiplied by five 
when the consumer finally purchases the 
article. 


. If this be true, then the one billion five 
hundred million dollar increase in rates 
becomes a tax'on tihe'consumers of seven 
billion five hundred dollars to be added'to 
' the already, intolerable high cost of liv- 
ing-' - 
. . 
.. ' 


Ail of this vast increase to the over 


burdened public resulting from the en- 
actment of the Esch-Cummins.Law could 
have been avoided! as I was able to dem- '- 
bnstrate conclusively on the floor of the 
Senate, if Congress had voted to continue 
government operation. The Government 
.had been making a profit for several 
months and members of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration and the • Interstate Com- 
merce .Commiss'ion were strong; in .their 
assurances that if government operation .'"'. 


• -were continued .no-increase in freight 


rates would be: required .and-the Govern- 


, ment would be -able'--to' show a profit .in- . 
' stead-of ;a loss, at'i the; end-of., every; year.

gress was too strong and the Esch-C-rr.- 
min-s 'Law was passed, returning ;>.?

But great as the burden imposed by 


the g-uaranties of profits which this in- 
iquitous law imposes upon the people-, i; 
is not a tithe of the indirect loss which 
the public sustains through the return of 
the railroads to selfish private con:ro- 
under the Esch-Cummins Law. 


I need not review the horrible mc.« 


which the private owners .have made of 
transportation since the railroads -.vsre 
returned to them. It is painfully familiar 
to everyone. • 


Freight has been at 2. stand-still fcr 


months. The owners have no incentive 
to serve the public. Coal may lie on the 
dumps at the mines, grain may rot in the 
fields, the private owners are sure of their 
money under the first guaranty of :he 
Esch-Cummins bill whether they have 
turned a wheel or not. No manufacturer, 
no business man, who is doing an honest 
business without special privilege but 'mis 
suffered great loss and been otherwise 
seriously injured because he could no 
longer depend on the railroads to furnish 
adequate service or otherwise meet Their 
obligations as common carriers. 
. No man has'escaped loss save those who 
prey off the misfortune of the public. 


But financial loss is a small part of the 


real tragddy. Go out among the poor .ind ' 
see what this crime against the people 
means.

made to understand what it means to 
throw him out of employment and what 
it means to raise the price he must pay 
for fuel, food, clothing and everything 
he must buy for his family to eat, wear 
and use.

ment of the rate increase by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission (August -1) the 
Chicago "Tribune," always a str.-.r.eh 
friend of the railroads, published "he 
statement that the rate increase -v:::-n 
translated into 'the cost price which :::e 
consumer must pay would add three huS- 
dred and sixty-five dollars a year, or Si s 
day to the expenditures of every Afr- 
ican family. 


And this added burden imposed npnr. 


the consumers they cannot escape. They 
must pay or freeze and starve.
